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Developments In Palestine Could Be 
Vital To Future Peace of the World 


Because of the continued emphasis on financial and mili- 
tary aid to Greece and Turkey, many people have been led 
to believe that the “powder kegs’ of another World War lie 
in.those two countries. We've heard much of the communist 
threats in both these nations and have been told that unless 
we rush help to them, they would be easy prey to Russia's 
expansionist policies. 

Yet, as Dorothy Thompson in her column “On The Rec- 
ord” pointed out the other night the real danger of another 
wat. lies not in Greece or Turkey but in Palestine where Jews 
and Arabs are this minute killing each other in spite of a 
United Nations order that the Holy Land must become two 
separate states—one for the Jews and the other for the 
Arabs. The Moslems have opposed this partition from the 
start and threatened when the matter was still under discus- 
sion that they would fight any such action to the death. 
Apparenly they now are putting their threats into effect. 

The Palesine partition commission has asked the security 
council for an “adequate” military force to enforce the order 
of the United Nations. Some 60,000 to 70,000 trained British 
troops have been doing their best to keép order there but 
apparently with very little success. What wili happen when 
very shortly the English forces withdraw, leaving Palestine 
completely unsupervised? . 

“* This is a very sober matter for us to consider. If the 
United Nations does send a police force to enforce what some 
people think was an ill-advised decision—that of dividing 
Palestine between Jews and Arabs—will it be able to contend 
with the antagonism, active o ctherwise, of the entire Moslem 
world, a world which is made up of some 200 million people? 
How many nations will agree to send their troops under the 
banner of the U.N. into the bloody maelstrom that the Holy 
Land has become? 

It has been disclosed that President Truman has made

is a worthy and noble request but will it 

step the virtually undeclared war that is now going on in 

Palestine? 

Any success that the United Nations will have as a peace 
instrument against war and aggression will depend on how 
effectively it can enforce its.decisions. It is obvious by now 
that the Arabs will not listen to either pleas or orders passed 
by U. N. nations. They promised “war” if the Palestinian 
partition plan was put into effect and they are now carry- 
ing out that promise. News dispatches the last few months 
are good evidence of that. 

The answer is clear, of course, but not a very happy 
‘one to contemplate. For it means the use ‘of force. which to 
put in simple terms. means that our troops will join those of 
other nations to forcibly execute the partition of Palestine. 
For all practical purposes it will mean war against the Arabs 
and no one likes to think about that. Yet, at this moment 
it seems to be the only way for the United Nations to prove 
to the world that it is in reality a force to be reckoned with 
and respected. Otherwise it will in all probability become 
just as innocuous and ineffectual as its predecessor, the 
Ledgue of Nations. 

Events in Palestine the next few months might conceiv- 
ably change the whole course of history. They bear watch- 
ing, waiting and hoping. For the entire future peace of 
the world might well be at stake.

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Developments In Palestine Could Be 
Vital To Future Peace of the World 


al . . . . “¥* 

Because of the continued emphasis on financial and mili- 
tary aid to Greece and Turkey, many people have been led 
to believe that the “powder kegs” of another World War lie 
in.those two countries. We've heard much of the communist 
threats in both these nations and have been told that unless 
we rush help to them, they would be easy prey to Russia's 
expansionist policies. 

Yet, as Dorothy Thompson in her column “On The Rec- 
ord” pointed out the other night the real danger of another 
wat. lies not in Greece or Turkey but in Palestine where Jews 
and Arabs are this minute killing each other in spite of a 
United Nations order that the Holy Land must become two 
separate states—one for the Jews and the other for the 
Arabs. The Moslems have opposed this partition from the 
start and threatened when the matter was still under discus- 
sion that they would fight any such action to the death. 
Apparenly they now are putting their threats into effect. 

The Palesine partition commission has asked the security 
council for an “adequate” military force to enforce the order 
of the United Nations. Some 60,000 to 70,000 trained British 
troops have been doing their best to keép order there but 
apparently with very little success. What will happen when 
very shortly the English forces withdraw, leaving Palestine 
completely unsupervised? . 

“* This is a very sober matter for ys to consider. If the 
United Nations does send a police force to enforce what some 
people think was an ill-advised decision—that of dividing 
Palestine between Jews and Arabs—will it be able to contend 
with the antagonism, active o ctherwise, of the entire Moslem 
world, a world which is made up of some 200 million people? 
How many nations will agree to send their troops under the 
banner of the U.N. into the bloody maelstrom that the Holy 
Land has become?

Any success that the United Nations will have as a peace 
instrument against war and aggression will depend on how 
effectively it can enforce its. decisions. It is obvious by now 
that the Arcbs will not listen to either pleas or orders passed 
by U. N. nations. They promised “war” if the Palestinian 
partition plan was put into effect and they are now cairy- 
ing out that promise. News dispatches the last few months 
are good evidence of t).at. 

The answer is clear, of course, but not a very happy 
‘one to contemplate. For it means the use ‘of ferce, which to 
put in simple terms, means that our troops will join those of 
other nations to forcibly execute the partition of Palestine. 
For all practical purposes it will mean war against the Arabs 
and no one likes to think about that. Yet, at this moment 
it seems to be the only way for the United Nations to prove 
to the world that it is in reality a force to be reckoned with 
and respected. Otherwise it will in all probability become 
just as innocuous and ineffectual as its predecessor, the 
Ledgue of Nations. 

Events in Palestine the next few months might conceiv- 
ably change the whole course of history. They bear watch- 
ing, waiting and hoping. For the entire future peace of 
the world might well be at stake.
